Additional Instructions:  
River View Place is the Polk County DHS Office Building located at 2309 Euclid Avenue in Des Moines.  Euclid 
Avenue is located on the north edge of Des Moines and runs east and west – West of 2nd Avenue Euclid becomes 
Douglas.  Just west of where it crosses the river is River Place – a long low glass fronted building north of the 
street.   
 
Travel Directions:   

• From 235 go north on 19th street (MLK Parkway) to Euclid and turn right onto Euclid, drive to stop lights 
and turn left into the parking lot. 

• From I-80 take the 2nd Avenue exit heading south to Euclid avenue, then turn right onto Euclid, then right 
into the parking lot. 

 
Entrance to the free parking area is just off Euclid at the traffic lights.  Conference room 1 is the first room on the 
west end of the glass foyer that fronts the building.  The building is fully handicapped accessible.  No food or 
drink is allowed in the room; however both are available in the cafeteria/vending area down the hall.

Acronyms Dictionary:  
ARNP = Advanced Registered Nurse Practitioner – A licensed RN with advanced credentialing usually in a 

specialty practice. 
CPC = Central Point Coordinator – DHS term for county coordinators 
CMI or SPMI = Chronically Mentally Ill – a DHS classification for a class of intellectual or mental disabilities that 

are ongoing and persistent requiring disease management  
HPSA = Health Professional Shortage Area; a geographically designated region with professional to population 

ratio below a federally set standard for those services. 
MHDS = Mental Health and Disability Services 
NHSC = National Health Service Corps; a program making school loan payments in return for services in an 

approved HPSA. 
SLRP = State Loan Repayment Program; state appropriations for school debt payments in return for professional
